BOISE - Idaho Supreme Court 
Justice Charles Donaldson, whose 
vote was 'often the deciding one in 
controversial decisions, died early 
Friday afternoon after suffering an 

_apparcnt heart attack. He was 6 8. 

Don^Hsoh, who Had served on 
the high court since 1969, died just 
a half hour after being stricken dur- 
-ing'his routine workout at the local 
YMCA, St. Luke's Hospital spokes- 
man Patrick Thomason said. ' 

YMCA General Director- Jim- 
Everett said the justice was swim- 
ming in the faeili^s pool just after. 
1 p.m. when he suffered the appar- 
ent heart ottack.

cisc room and finished Up with a 



swim. 

After noticing Donaldson stand • 
up in the pool and then bend over, 
the lifeguard quickly pulled the jus- 
tice from the water and began resus- 
citation efforts, Everett said. He 
was immediately taken by 
■ poramcdics to St: Luke’s. 

"He was brought in at 1:25 (p.m., 
MDT)," Thomason said. "They did 
not have a pulse. They could not 
find a pulse. ... But there was still 
an electrical impulse in thp heart. 
All neccasa^ attempta at re'suscita- 
tion were ihado but there was no 
response. He died at 1:36.” 

Gov. Cecil Andrus, who was out of 
the city on on elk hunting trip, was 
notified by radio of Donaldson’s 
death and immediately ordered 
flags to bo flown at half staff.
